Sir  and  Dear  Brother  : 

We  place  before  you  the  Report  of  the  works  of  the  Society  of 
St.  Vincent  de  Paul,  within  our  Circumscription,  during  the  year 
1878. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  give  a  date  to  the  report  two  months 
earlier  than  that  of  last  year.  Most  of  the  Particular  Councils  and 
Isolated  Conferences,  understanding  your  wish,  and  endeavoring  to 
comply  with  it,  and  in  conformity  with  our  circulars  upon  the  subject, 
have  remitted  their  reports.  Others  are  still  in  arrears.  We  hope 
to  hear  from  most  of  the  latter  before  the  completion  of  our  work.  As 
to  the  remainder,  we  have  communicated  with  them  repeatedly,  and 
do  not  think  it  proper  to  delay  longer  on  their  account. 

In  regard  to  some  of  the  Conferences,  which  do  not  make  returns, 
it  should  be  stated  that  they  are  laboring  under  embarrassments 
which,  we  trust,  will  prove  to  be  temporary.  Still,  there  is  danger  in 
such  cases,  that,  in  time,  not  even  the  nucleus  of  a  Conference  will 
remain.  Under  such  circumstances,  we  make  it  a  point  to  urge  the 
few,  who  are  still  disposed  to  cherish  the  spirit  of  the  Society,  to  take 
courage,  to  preserve,  at  least,  the  form  of  the  organization,  to  meet 
when  they  can,  and  to  do  what  little  work  may  present  itself  ;  and, 
in  this  way,  to  be  in  a  position  to  avail  themselves  of  better  times 
and  of  more  encouraging  support  from  others.  It  is  in  this  spirit 
that  we  have  written  to  the  very  worthy  president  of  St.  Patrick' s 
Conference  of  Newburgh,  New  York. 
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There  are  now  two  hundred  and  thirty-eight  Conferences  con¬ 
nected  with  this  Circumscription.  This  is  an  increase  of  fourteen 
Conferences  during  the  year.  The  tables,  which  we  annex,  include  the 
returns  from  two  hundred  and  twenty-three  Conferences,  as  against 
two  hundred  and  thirteen  last  year.  We  are  without  reports  from  fif¬ 
teen  Conferences.  From  year  to  year  there  is  an  improvement  in  the 
methods  of  preparing  the  reports  and  in  promptitude  in  remitting 
them.  Whatever  remains  to  be  accomplished  in  these  matters  rests 
mainly  with  the  Presidents  of  Particular  Councils,  to  whom  we  send 
blanks  for  Annual  Reports,  and  Circulars  requesting  them  to  dis¬ 
tribute  the  blanks  and  to  advise  and  assist  the  officers  of  the  Con¬ 
ferences  in  preparing  the  reports,  and  to  aid  in  securing  prompt  and 
* 

complete  returns. 

During  the  year  1878  sixteen  Conferences  were  aggregated.  They 
are  as  follows  : — A/.  Mary ,  Lynn,  Massachusetts  ;  St.  Mary,  Everett, 
St.  Paul,  Cambridge,  and  St.  Thomas ,  Jamaica  Plains,  the  last  three 
named  being  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Particular  Council  of 
Boston  ;  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes  and  Si.  Joseph,  Fall  River,  Massa¬ 
chusetts  ;  St.  Francis  and  St.  Mary,  New  Haven,  Connecticut  ;  St. 
Joseph ,  Yonkers,  New  York  ;  St  Joseph,  of  Manhattan ville,  and  St. 
Nicholas,  both  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Particular  Council  of 
New  York  ;  Lmmaculate  Conception,  Camden,  New  Jersey ;  Holy 
Family ,  Philadelphia  ;  St.  John  Baptist,  Pottsville,  Pennsylvania  ;  St. 
Joseph ,  Wheeling,  West  Virginia,  and  Lmmaculate  Conception,  Denver 
Colorado.

ft  will  be  noticed  that,  while  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  Conferences  and  in  the  membership,  there  has  been  a 
marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  visits  made  to  the  poor  and  in  re¬ 
ceipts  and  expenditures.  This  latter  feature  is  due  in  part,  we  think, 
to  the  fact  that  the  generosity  of  the  members  and  benefactors  of  the 
Society  has  been  taxed  for  two  or  three  years  beyond  the  extent  of 
their  means  ;  but  we  attribute  it  largely  to  a  better  condition  of 
affairs  throughout  the  country.  The  result  is  that  the  number  and 
sufferings  of  the  poor  are  diminished.  The  letters  of  our  correspon¬ 
dents  agree  with  reports  from  other  sources  that  there  has  been  an 
improvement  in  business  affairs  for  several  months  past.  Our  mem¬ 
bers  always  endeavor  to  find  employment  for  those  of  their  benefi¬ 
ciaries  who  are  able  to  work,  and  it  necessarily  follows  that,  when 
labor  is  in  demand,  the  ordinary  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
Conferences  and  the  number  of  families  on  the  relief  rolls  are 
diminished. 

THE  YELLOW  FEVER. 

During  the  Summer  and  until  the  first  frosts  of  Yutumn  the  fever 
prevailed  in  the  lower  portions  of  the  Valley  of  the  Mississippi  to 
an  extent  rarely,  if  ever  before,  equaled.  Not  only  did  the  pestilence 
rage  in  the  larger  cities,  such  as  New  Orleans,  Baton-Rouge,  Vicks- 
burgh  and  Memphis,  but,  following  the  water-courses  and  the  lines  of 
railway,  or  transported  by  persons  escaping  from  places  already 
affected,  it  penetrated  to  the  towns  and  villages  of  the  interior.  The 
violence  of  the  disease  was  manifested  by  an  unusual  mortality 
among  those  who  were  assailed  by  it.  Business  and  many  of  the 
ordinary  operations  of  daily  life  were  suspended.  There  was  neces¬ 
sarily  much  suffering  of  every  kind.  Even  the  burial  of  the  dead 
was  a  matter  which  assumed  large  proportions.  The  sick  needed 
material  assistance,  and  the  attendance  and  care  of  physicians  and 
nurses.  Many  families  were  left  destitute,  and  numerous  children 
were  made  orphans.  The  contributions  and  exertions  of  those  who 
were  not  attacked  by  the  fever  were  not  equal  to  the  exigencies  of 
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the  occasion.  All  classes  and  creeds  were  zealous  and  devoted, 
and  therefore  it  is  not  invidious  for  us  to  state  that  about  thirty 
Catholic  priests,  and  fifty  Religious,  male  and  female,  were 
victims  of  the  disease.  In  order  to  relieve  the  sufferers  the  entire 
country  united  in  rendering  assistance.  The  contributions  of  money 
amounted  to  an  enormous  sum,  and  many  persons — clergymen,  phy¬ 
sicians  and  nurses,  went  to  the  seats  of  the  pestilence.  This  Council, 
thinking  that  the  Society,  as  such,  should  take  some  part  in  the  good 
work,  issued  a  circular  to  the  Councils  and  Conferences  within  the 
Circumscription.  The  contributions  amounted  to  $4,136.57,  the 
details  of  which  appear  in  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer.  Our 
brethren  in  Ireland,  to  whom  the  matter  became  known,  also 
generously  assisted.  Their  contributions  amounted  to  p/498,  8s.  9d., 
(equal  to  $962.72,)  the  details  of  which  are  given  by  the  Treasurer. 
It  is  proper  to  say  that  the  action  of  this  council  had  been  antici¬ 
pated  by  some  of  the  Councils  and  Conferences  within  the  Circum¬ 
scription,  and  that  our  brethren  had,  in  many  cases,  already  con¬ 
tributed,  either  as  members  of  the  Society  or  as  parishioners.  We 
cannot  state  the  amount  of  such  contributions  with  accuracy,  but, 
in  order  to  do  justice  so  far  as  possible,  we  give,  under  the  proper 
heads,  such  particulars  as  we  have  been  able  to  derive  from  the 
reports  and  other  sources. 

It  remains  for  us  to  call  your  attention  to  some  of  the  local  works 
of  the  society. 

BOSTON,  MASSACHUSETTS. 

There  are  full  arid  accurate  returns  from  the  Particular  Council 
and  twenty-six  Conferences,  two  of  which  have  been  recently  estab¬ 
lished.  The  Particular  Council  received  $279.84  and  expended 
$325.64.  We  extract  from  the  general  report  as  follows  :  —

The  exhibit  shows  an  increase  of  families  relieved,  and  a  decrease 
of  visits  and  expenditures.  That  there  is  any  increase  in  the  number 
of  families,  is  due  to  the  fact  that  at  Christmas  many  were  assisted 
who  were  not  on  the  rolls,  although  more  or  less  needy,  which  relief 
has  not  been  made  an  item  of  record  heretofore.  From  the  falling 
off  in  visits  and  expenditures,  it  may  be  inferred  that  the  relief 
granted  has  been,  more  generally,  only  temporary.  These  features 
of  the  work  are  somewhat  encouraging,  when  it  is  remembered  that, 
up  to  the  present  time,  it  has  been  increasing  from  year  to  year.  The 
resources  have  been  kept  well  up  to  the  demands,  and  with  two  ex¬ 
ceptions  there  is  a  balance  on  hand  in  the  Conference  treasuries.  It 
is  to  be  regretted  that  any  Conference  allows  itself  to  get  into  debt. 
********* 

The  Conferences  are  credited  with  seventy-three  members  teaching 
in  the  Sunday  Schools,  but  is  presumed  in  some  cases,  this  number 
includes  those  who  are  engaged  in  looking  after  absentees  ;  within 
the  past  few  years,  this  work  has  been  actively  prosecuted  by  the 
members,  and  has  produced  the  most  satisfactory  results.  To  the 
Reverend  Directors,  who  have  not  availed  themselves  of  this  means 
of  assisting  the  Sunday  Schools,  it  is  respectfully  submitted  for  con¬ 
sideration. 
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The  Particular  Council  has  held  its  usual  meeting  each  month,  the 
average  attendance  at  which  has  averaged  fifty-five  per  cent.  ;  this 
can  hardly  be  called  satisfactory,  in  view  of  the  importance  of  the 
information  to  be  gained,  by  the  discussion  of  questions  always 
arising  touching  the  welfare  of  the  society,  and  the  practical  instruc¬ 
tion,  officers,  particularly  of  new  Conferences,  may  derive  from  the 
many  facts  brought  out. 

It  has  been  the  practice  for  some  years  to  solicit  special  donations 
for  the  poor  for  Christmas,  and  from  information  gathered  from  the 
reports,  we  learn,  that  last  December,  590  families  were  enabled  to 
spend  a  “Merry  Christmas.”  To  those  only  who  have  the  privilege 
of  making  these  calls,  is  given  the  pleasure  of  witnessing  the  joy 
on  such  occasions.  ****** 

It  may  not  be  improper,  after  referring  to  the  works  of  the  Confer¬ 
ences  for  the  poor,  to  mention  other,  but  secondary  ones.  At  the 
General  Meeting,  held  April  30,  1876,  it  being  within  the  octave  of 
the  ter-centennial  anniversary  of  our  Patron’s  birthday,  it  was  sug¬ 
gested  that  the  members  place  a  memorial  window  of  St.  Vincent  de 
Paul  in  the  Cathedral.  Subscriptions  and  interest  amounting  to 
$460.52  have  been  received,  and  the  window  placed  in  position  long 


since.

In  no  case  have  the  funds  of  the  conferences  been  used  for  any  of 
the  above  objects.” 

PROVIDENCE,  RHODE  ISLAND. 

In  this  city  a  new  conference,  that  of  A/.  Edward,  has  been  estab¬ 
lished.  The  receipts  of  the  Particular  Council  were  $157.18  and  the 
disbursements  $143.26.  Mention  is  made  by  some  of  the  Confer¬ 
ences  of  assistance  from  the  public  authorities.  The. Overseer  of  the 
Poor,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Conference  of  Si.  John  the 
Evangelist ,  provided  employment  for  many  ot  its  deserving  poor,  and 
gave  coal  to  many  families  whose  names  did  not  appear  on  its  roll. 
The  same  Conference  received  from  a  sewing  circle  of  the  parish 
about  $200  worth  of  ready-made  garments.  The  Conference  of  the 
Assumption  received  from  the  Overseer  of  the  Poor  grants  of  money 
to  be  distributed  to  the  poor,  and  about  200  pairs  of  shoes  and  30 
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tons  of  coal.  St.  Joseph's  ConJere?ice  was  the  means  of  securing  a 
Catholic  education  for  two  young  children  who  might  otherwise  have 
been  lost  to  the  faith.  It  states  that  the  year  1878  was  the  most  try¬ 
ing  of  its  experience,  that  its  relief  roll  was  always  full,  and  that  no 
sooner  was  employment  obtained  for  one  of  its  poor  than  another 
was  found  to  fill  the  vacant  place. 

TROY,  NEW  YORK. 

We  have  reports  from  seven  of  the  eight  Conferences  previously 
existing,  and  from  two  recently  established,  that  of  St.  John  the 
Baptist ,  composed  of  persons  who  speak  the  French  language,  and 
that  of  St.  Joseph,  on  Green  Island.  The  Conference  from  which  a 
report  has  not  been  received,  is  situated  at  Cohoes,  several  miles  dis¬ 
tant  from  Troy,  and  it  is  probable  that  it  will  be  merged  in  a  new 
Conference  which  we  understand  is  to  be  established  at  that  place. 
We  therefore  hope  to  hear  from  it  again.  The  Particular  Council 
has  obtained  a  charter  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  in 
order  that  it  may  have  certain  qualities  and  powers  which  do  not 
attach  to  an  association  of  individuals  not  recognized  by  the  law. 
Tie  Secretary  of  the  Particular  Council  writes  : — “  It  would  be  a 
fruitless  effort  for  us  to  attempt  to  praise  the  different  Conferences 
for  the  work  they  have  performed  during  the  past  year,  as  we  could 
not  find  words  sufficiently  strong.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  all  have  done 
well,  and  that  no  effort  was  spared  by  either  members  or  officers  to 
render  our  work  complete  and  pleasing  to  Almighty  God.” 

ALBANY,  NEW  YORK. 

We  have  received  reports  from  the  six  Conferences  of  this  city. 
The  general  work  of  the  Society,  such  as  visiting  the  prisons  and 
public  institutions,  receives  due  attention.  The  Conjerence  oj  St. 
John  the  Baptist  reports  that  its  members  were  the  means  of  reclaim¬ 
ing  a  man  from  evil  ways  he  had  followed  for  20  years,  during  which 
time  he  had  not  approached  the  Sacraments,  and  the  President  of 
the  Council  writes  that  there  are  many  cases  of  interest  which  might 
be  mentioned,  but  which  the  Presidents  do  not  report.  He  refers  to 
the  conversion  of  an  unfortunate  man  who,  for  a  life  time,  had  led  a 
most  vicious  life  and  with  no  knowledge  of  any  religion  whatever. 
He  says  that  he  has  difficulty  in  securing  full  and  accurate  records 
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from  one  of  the  Conferences,  which  he  names,  and  it  is  our  hope  that 
it  will  relieve  him  from  the  very  unpleasant  necessity  of  repeating  the 
statement. 

SYRACUSE,  NEW  YORK. 

We  have  received  reports  from  the  three  Conferences  of  this  city. 
The  Society  continues  to  take  an  active  interest  in  the  Boys’  and 
Girls’  Orphan  Asylum.  Partly  through  the  efforts  of  the  Society, 
manual  labor  of  a  rude  kind  has  been  substituted  for  the  out-door 
poor  who  are  a  public  charge,  and  the  change  has  been  found  to 
work  admirably  in  encouraging  habits  of  thrift  and  industry,  and  in 
inducing  the  poor  to  take  hold  of  some  lucrative  employment  when 
it  can  be  procured.  All  this,  however,  seems  to  be  in  addition  to  the 
usual  labors  of  the  Conferences,  which,  we  have  reason  to  believe, 
are  faithfully  performed. 

CITY  OF  NEW  YORK. 

There  are  now  forty  Conferences  in  this  city.  'They  are  generally 
in  a  good  condition.  Members  of  the  Superior  Council  have  visited 
most  of  the  Conferences  during  the  year.  These  visits,  it  is  believed, 
have  produced  beneficial  results.  In  any  event,  the  character  of  the 
Conferences  has  been  ascertained  by  personal  observation.  The  ex¬ 
cellence  of  some  has  been  commended  and  the  defects  of  others 
pointed  out,  and  remedies  suggested.  It  has  been  found  that  the 
condition  of  a  Conference  depends  almost  entirely  upon  the  President, 
Secretary,  and  Treasurer.  Its  prosperity  may  often  be  governed  by 
external  influences,  but  its  methods  of  working,  the  attendance  of 
members  and  the  condition  of  its  records,  whether  the  amount  of  its 
work  is  great  or  small,  are  mainly  determined  by  the  officers  who 
have  been  mentioned.  We  earnestly  commend  to  Presidents  of 
Conferences  the  consideration  of  these  facts.  The  special  works  of 
the  society  in  this  city  are  without  change.  The  Particular  Council 
still  contributes  to  the  support  of  St.  Vincent’s  Home  for  Boys,  and 
some  of  the  public  institutions  are  regularly  visited  by  members  of 
various  Conferences. 

JERSEY  CITY,  NEW  JERSEY. 

We  have  reports  from  four  of  the  six  Conferences.  The  Particular 
Council  has  not  yet  been  re-established,  but  we  trust  that  all  the  dif¬ 
ficulties,  which  stand  in  the  way,  will  be  removed  during  the  present 
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year.  The  Conferences,  which  have  preserved  their  organization  and 
persevered  in  the  good  works  of  the  Society,  are  worthy  of  praise. 
The  statistics  are  satisfactory.  St.  Peter  s  Conference  states  that  the 
visitors  request  the  attendance  of  families  on  the  relief  roll,  if  they 
are  Catholics,  at  church,  and  that  they  go  to  communion  at  Easter, 
and  that  the  children  attend  the  Catholic  schools,  and  adds  that 
many  children,  who  had  previously  a. tended  the  public  schools, 
have  been  induced  by  the  members  of  the  conference  to  attend  the 
Catholic  sc  hools. 


NEWARK,  NEW  JERSEY. 

The  President  of  the  Particular  Council  writes  as  follows  : — “  'The 
Alms  House  and  County  Jail  are  still  the  only  objects  to  which  our 
Council,  as  such,  is  directing  its  attention.  While  its  operations  there, 
through  a  few  devoted  volunteers,  have  been  satisfactory,  it  has  been 
decided  to  form  a  special  work  for  those  institutions  in  the  well 
grounded  hope  of  promoting  greater  regularity  and  efficiency.” 
During  the  year  the  Little  Sisters  opened  a  Home  in  Newark  for  the 
aged  poor,  and  the  Conferences  assisted  them  by  presents  of  money 
and  necessary  articles  of  furniture  and  clothing,  and  in  selecting  the 
most  needy  and  worthy,  from  the  many  applicants,  for  admission  into 
the  Home.  In  addition  to  the  contributions  for  the  yellow  fever 
sufferers  transmitted  through  this  Council,  the  Conferences  sent  38 
pairs  of  blankets  at  a  cost  of  nearly  $100  to  the  Superior  Council  of 
New  Orleans  for  the  same  sufferers,  and  this  without  neglecting  their 
local  charities.  We  infer,  from  the  report  of  one  of  the  Conferences, 
that  of  St.  Pius ,  that  demands  for  relief  were  not  so  great  in  Newark 
in  1878  as  in  former  years.  This  Conference  has  obtained  some 
assistance  from  the  public  authorities.  St.  Patric/zs  Conference  gives 
special  attention  to  providing  poor  children,  who  go  to  school,  with 
shoes,  books,  &c.  The  reports  are,  as  usual,  very  accurately  pre¬ 
pared.  This  circumstance  we  attribute  to  the  joint  action  of  the 
officers  of  the  Council  and  Conferences,  and  we  would  be  much 
pleased  if  their  example  should  find  imitators. 


PHILADELPHIA,  PENNSYLVANIA. 

In  Philadelphia  a  new  Conference,  that  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul ,  has 
been  established.  We  have  reports  from  twenty-three  of  the  twenty- 
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four  Conferences  previously  existing.  It  is  due  to  the  officers  of  the 
Particular  Council  to  say  that  it  is  not  for  the  want  of  exertions  on 
their  part  that  the  report  of  one  Conference  is  missing.  Their  zeal 
is  often  made  apparent  to  us,  but  it  cannot,  until  after  repeated  efforts, 
reach  every  Conference  in  the  large  city  of  Philadelphia.  The  very  ac¬ 
curate  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Particular  Council  show  that 
$1,053.68  were  received  and  $1,050.36  expended  during  the  year.  In¬ 
cluded  in  these  amounts  is  the  sum  of  $656.93,  which  was  contributed 
to  the  sufferers  from  the  yellow  fever,  and  remitted  before  the 
receipt  of  the  circular  of  this  Council  upon  the  subject.  The  details 
of  the  contribution  were  as  follows  : — St  Charles ,  St  Patrick  and 
St.  Michael,  each  $25  ;  Assumption  and  Holy  Family ,  each  $50  ;  SS. 
Peter  and  Paul  (Cathedral),  $96.75;  St.  Teresa ,  $110;  Immaculate 
Conception ,  $17  ;  Annunciation ,  $20  ;  St.  Paul,  $158  ;  St.  Vincent  de 
Paul ,  $26.93  >  St.  Joachim ,  $6  ;  St.  James  (two  members  giving  $15  ), 

$32-25- 

The  Conjerence  oj  the  Holy  Family  makes  a  valuable  suggestion  as 
follows  : — “We  invite  the  attention  of  the  Conference  to  the  distribu¬ 
tion  of  Catholic  Literature.  Many  of  our  members,  after  reading 
their  Catholic  newspapers,  bring  them  to  the  Conference  for  distri¬ 
bution  to  the  poor.  The  papers  are  eagerly  sought  after,  and  we  be¬ 
lieve  it  is  worthy  of  the  attention  of  all  Conferences.  We  have  also 
distributed  during  the  year  a  number  of  copies  of  the  Catholic 
Almanac P  The  Conjerence  oj  the  Annunciation  states  that  it  buried 
a  child  from  a  family  consisting  of  a  father,  mother,  and  three  chil¬ 
dren.  The  mother  had  been  a  Catholic  at  one  time  ;  the  father  was 
not  a  Catholic,  but  he  was  so  much  moved  by  the  kindness  of  the 
Conference,  that  he  caused  the  two  surviving  children  to  be  baptized,, 
and  it  was  hoped  that  he  would  become  a  convert. 

The  President  of  the  Council  sends  an  interesting  statement  of  the 
works  of  the  society  during  the  year.  We  are  obliged  to  limit  our¬ 
selves  to  a  brief  summary  of  portions  of  its  contents.  There  were  a 
great  many  families,  he  says,  who  were  not  the  first  to  proclaim  their 
wants,  but  who,  by  reason  of  depression  in  business  affairs,  were  the 
first  on  the  list  of  the  beneficiaries  of  the  Conferences.  This  was 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  members  were  active  in  seeking  those  whose 
miseries  were  unproclaimed.  From  laboring  men  had  hitherto  come 
a  large  portion  of  the  funds  which  the  Conferences  had  distributed. 
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The  contributions  from  that  class  had  been  greatly  lessened,  and 
many  were  in  the  position  of  needing  assistance,  rather  than  of  being 
in  a  position  to  assist  others.  It  had  been  necessary  therefore  to 
have  recourse  to  extraordinary  means  in  order  to  supply  funds,  but 
these  means,  probably  for  the  reasons  already  stated,  had  not  been 
attended  with  the  success  of  former  years.  The  extent  and  universal 
fatality  of  the  yellow  fever  at  the  South  had  induced  the  Conferences 
to  contribute  from  their  funds,  and  to  solicit  large  contributions  from 
others.  The  results  had  been  that,  on  the  one  hand,  there  had  been 
increased  demands,  and,  on  the  other,  diminished  resources.  But,  the 
best  that  could  be  done  was  done,  and  this  was  all  that  could  be 
asked.  The  aggregate  of  the  contributions  by  members  at  meetings 
was  such  as  to  show  that  the  average  from  each  member  was  not 
large.  But  some  of  those,  who  were  not  able  to  contribute  money 
for  the  aid  of  the  poor,  had  not  failed  in  doing  the  good  of  which 
they  were  capable.  In  this  connection  the  President  points  out  how 
much  had  been  done  by  the  poor  members  of  the  Conferences  in  re¬ 
calling  parents  to  their  religious  duties,  miserably  neglected,  and  in 
instructing  children  in  the  practice  of  their  duties  and  in  leading  a 
good  life.  The  good  works'  of  the  Society  had  not  been  confined  to 
those  of  our  own  creed,  and  sometimes  the  result  of  this  had  been 
that  faith  had  been  given  to  those  who  had  not  believed.  The  regu-  / 
lar  meetings  had  been  fairly  attended,  and  addresses  had  been 
delivered  by  some  of  the  most  gifted  priests.  They  had  commended; 
to  approval  and  practice  the  great  interests  of  Christian  charity,  they, 
had  illustrated  the  doctrine  of  charity  in  relation  to  the  duties  of  the 
members.  The  ear  had  not  been  tickled  by  unmeaning  verbiage,  nor 
disturbed  by  the  presentation  of  impracticable  precepts.  A  retreat 
was  held  last  October  and  was  conducted  by  Rev.  B.  Villiger,  S.  J., 
in  a  most  satisfactory  manner,  and  large  numbers  of  the  members 
took  advantage  ot  the  season  and  professed  to  have  greatly  enjoyed 
the  exercises.  Such  retreats  were  regarded  as  regular  annual  occur¬ 
rences.  Some  members  of  the  Conferences  continued  to  visit  the 
City  Prisons  and  the  State  Penitentiary,  and  the  visits  were  very 
gratifying  to  the  convicts,  and,  it  is  believed,  greatly  beneficial  to 
them.  Proper  books  were  distributed  among  the  prisoners,  and  many 
copies  of  Catholic  papers  were  regularly  left  in  the  cells.

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BALTIMORE,  MARYLAND. 

It  is  always  agreeable  to  us  to  receive  and  examine  the  reports  of 
the  ten  Conferences  of  Baltimore.  They  are  complete  in  their  details 
and  very  promptly  transmitted:  If  all  other  Conferences  would  do 
as  well,  our  own  labors  would  be  diminished  and  our  Annual  Report 
bear  a  much  earlier  date.  As  to  the  substance  of  the  reports  we  call 
attention  to  the  very  excellent  attendance  at  eight  of  the  ten  Confer¬ 
ences,  (in  but  one  of  the  ten  is  the  average  attendance  less  than  one 
half  of  the  membership,)  and  to  the  amount  of  work  done  among  the 
poor.  The  President  of  the  Council,  after  giving  various  details, 
which  it  is  not  necessary  to  repeat,  writes  as  follows  : — “  There  is 
something,  in  conclusion,  of  which  it  is  very  gratifying  to  me  to 
speak.  A  few  zealous  brothers  of  one  or  two  Conferences  have  for 
some  time  past  been  teaching  the  prisoners  in  our  Penitentiary.  They 
have  at  last  succeeded  in  increasing  their  number  so  far  that  they 
could  be  organized  as  a  special  work  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Particular  Council,  and,  at  the  meeting  of  the  Council  in  January, 
officers  were  appointed  for  them,  a  President,  Vice-President,  and 
Secretary.  The  religious  exercises  had,  up  to  to  that  time,  been  con¬ 
ducted  entirely  by  Protestants  : — Now,  some  privileges  (?)  have  been 
gained.  A  Mass  is  allowed  to  be  celebrated  on  Sundays  by  a  zeal¬ 
ous  priest  appointed  by  our  Most  Reverend  Archbishop,  and  the 
attendance  is  gradually  increasing.  We  hope,  in  the  course  of  time, 
to  effect  still  more,  and  that  in  our  next  annual  report  we  will  be  able 
to  give  you  a  regular  and  interesting  account  of  this,  the  first  special 
work  organized  since  the  establishment  of  Conferences  in  our  city.’’ 
The  report  of  A/.  Martin  s  Conference  states  that,  through  their 
pastor,  the  members  called  upon  the  congregation  for  contributions 
of  food  and  clothing,  in  order  that  Christmas  gifts  might  be  made  to 
the  poor.  That  by  means  of  the  contributions  they  were  enabled 
to  relieve  52  families,  comprised  of  225  persons,  on  Christmas  Eve, 
and  that,  though  the  relief  was  but  temporary,  it  brought  much 
comfort  to  all,  and  in  many  resulted  in  a  tendency  to  a  renewal  of 
their  faith.  During  the  year  the  Particular  Council  received  $446.04 
and  disbursed  $476.25.' 

WASHINGTON,  DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA. 

We  have  accurate  and  satisfactory  reports  from  the  nine  Confer¬ 
ences  of  this  city  and  Georgetown.  The  President  of  the  Particular 
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Council  writes,  in  reference  to  the  fact  that  the  families  relieved  and 
visits  made  were  less  than  reported  in  1877,  and  that  the  receipts  had 
diminished  : — “  I  do  not  think  that  this  is  to  be  attributed  to  a  loss  of 
activity  or  zeal  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  the  Society.  The  ex¬ 
planation  is  probably  to  be  found  in  the  fact  that,  in  consequence  of 
the  severity  of  the  weather  during  the  first  three  months  of  1877* 
the  appeals  to  the  Conferences,  especially  for  fuel,  were  unusually 
frequent  and  urgent,  while,  on  the  other  hand,  we  had  no  severely 
cold  weather  after  the  beginning  of  the  year  1878.”  We  continue 
our  extracts  from  his  report  : — “  One  of  the  works  of  the  Society  not 
appearing  in  the  reports,  was  the  distribution  of  food  at  Christmas  to 
the  poor  families  under  our  charge.  The  supplies  sent  in  to  the 
several  Conferences  by  grocers,  produce  dealers  and  other  generous 
individuals,  were  sufficiently  abundant  to  furnish,  in  many  cases,  not 
only  a  good  Christmas  dinner,  but  food  for  the  entire  holidays,  to 
those  who,  without  them,  would  have  had  only  broken  victuals  to 
eat.  *  '*  *  The  President  of  the  Conference  of  St.  Dominic 

speaks  of  the  conversion  to  the  faith  of  eleven  persons  connected 
with  one  family,  which  has  been  under  the  care  of  his  Conference  for 
three  years.  *  *  *  The  report  of  St.  Aloyisius  states  that  a  Pro¬ 

testant  lady,  receiving  aid  from  us,  was,  through  the  grace  of  God? 
and  the  influence  of  the  brother  in  charge,  induced  to  receive  instruc¬ 
tion  in  the  Catholic  faith  which  resulted  in  her  conversion  and  re¬ 
ception  into  the  Church.  Also,  recently,  the  clothing  of  a  poor  colored 
woman  took  fire,  causing  injuries  which  resulted  fatally.  Though 
not  a  Catholic,  in  her  agony  she  asked  for  a  priest,  and  our  Spiritual 
Director,  at  the  hour  of  midnight,  went  to  her  bedside.  Her  request 
to  be  baptized  and  admitted  into  the  fold  was  gratified,  shortly  after 
which  her  sufferings  were  ended  by  death.  *  *  *  The  report  of 

the  Conference  of  the  Immaculate  Conception  states  that  the  mother  in 
a  non-Catholic  family  of  seven  persons  on  our  relief  roll,  (the  father, 
a  good  mechanic,  being  unable  to  obtain  work,)  voluntarily  requested 
the  v'sitor  to  instruct  her  in  our  religion.  He  did  so  to  the  best  of 
his  ability,  and  she  subsequently  sought  further  instruction  from  our 
Spiritual  Director.  The  result  has  been  her  conversion  to  the  faith, 
which  we  have  strong  hopes  will  be  followed  by  that  of  the  entire 
family.  The  President  of  the  same  Conference  also  reports  the  case 
of  a  man  who,  with  his  family,  while  out  of  employment,  had  been 
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receiving  assistance  for  nearly  a  year,  but  who,  having  obtained 
work,  wrote  a  touching  letter  of  thanks  for  the  care  of  his  family  in 
their  days  of  distress,  and  requested  that  his  name  might  be  trans¬ 
ferred  from  the  relief  roll  to  the  list  of  subscribers,  as  he  wished 
thereafter  to  aid  others  as  the  Conference  had  aided  him.”  We 
notice  that  the  Conference  of  The  Holy  Trinity  of  Georgetown  states 
that  during  the  year  eight  persons  had  been  baptized  through  the 
exertions  and  instructions  of  members  of  the  Conference.  The  re¬ 
ceipts  of  the  Particular  Council  were  $88.53  ;  its  disbursements, 
$100.34. 

PITTSBURG,  PENNSYLVANIA. 

We  regret  to  state  that  we  have  reports  from  but  three  of  the  five 
Conferences  of  this  city.  The  future  of  the  Society  depends  largely 
upon  the  action  of  the  officers  of  the  Particular  Council,  and  we 
hope  that  they  will  look  upon  the  task  before  them,  as  not  only  in¬ 
volving  the  carrying  of  a  burden,  but  as  a  matter  of  duty  to  them¬ 
selves,  the  society  at  large  and  the  great  work  of  charity  in  which  we 
are  all  engaged,  a  work  of  charity  for  ourselves  and  those  whom  we 
assist.  We  are  confident  that,  so  far  as  has  been  in  our  power,  words 
of  counsel  have  not  been  wanting.  St.  Michael’ s  Conference  makes  a 
satisfactory  report.  It  furnishes  many  school  books  to  children,  and 
in  this  way  enables  them  to  attend  the  Catholic  School. 

LOUISVILLE,  KENTUCKY.

It  may  be  inferred  from  the  reports  of  the  Conferences  of  Louisville 
that  there  was  not  much  suffering  among  the  poor,  and,  indeed,  in 
one  or  two  reports,  it  is  stated  that  such  was  the  case.  Contribu¬ 
tions  as  follows  : — The  Conference  of  the  Sacred  Heart ,  $15  ;  St- 
Bridget’s  and  St.  Patrick's  each,  $10  ;  St.  Louis  Bertrand ,  $6  ;  the 
Conference  of  the  Assumption ,  $5,  and  not  appearing  in  our 

Treasurer’s  report,  were  made  for  the  sufferers  from  yellow  fever,  and 
the  members  of  the  Society  were  able  to  assist  persons  from  the 
South  who  had  taken  refuge  in  the  city  of  Louisville.  The  Confer¬ 
ence  of  the  Assumption  visited  and  aided  an  aged  couple  who  had  not 
been  to  church  for  years,  and  succeeded  in  bringing  them  back  to 
their  duties.  The  husband  died  after  a  lingering  illness,  having  re¬ 
ceived  all  the  rites  of  the  Church,  and  the  widow  was  entrusted  by 
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the  Conference  to  the  Little  Sisters  of  the  Poor.  The  same  Confer¬ 
ence  took  care,  until  his  exemplary  death,  of  a  young  man  who  was  re¬ 
duced  to  beggary  by  reason  of  continued  illness.  The  Coiiference  of  St. 
Louis  Bert/ and  was  the  means  of  the  conversion  of  a  married  woman, 
the  mother  of  four  children,  whose  husband,  a  Catholic,  had  become 
intemperate  and  led  a  worthless  life.  The  wife  had  become  very  de¬ 
vout,  and  the  Conference  had  hopes  of  reclaiming  the  husband.  The 
Confere?ice  of  the  Sacred  Heart ,  in  addition  to  its  custom  of  providing 
a  Christmas  dinner  for  its  poor,  sent  liberal  gifts  of  food  to  four 
charitable  Catholic  Institutions.  St.  Bridget's  Conference  is  so 
situated  as  not  to  have  many  poor,  and  therefore  devotes  a  poition 
of  its  funds  to  the  education  of  poor  children.  The  particular 
Council  received  $80.42  and  disbursed  $88.55  during  the  year. 

CHICAGO,  ILLINOIS. 

We  have  reports  from  twelve  Conferences.  The  receipts  and  dis¬ 
bursements  of  the  Particular  Council,  for  local  purposes,  were 
$224.63,  and  $216.75.  We  copy  from  the  report  of  the  Council  as 
follows  : — “While  our  report  shows  a  falling  off  from  the  amount  of 
money  expended  in  some  previous  years,  yet  it  does  not  follow  as  a 
■consequence  that  our  poor  have  been  neglected  ;  on  the  contrary, 
they  are  better  provided  for  than  heretofore  for  the  following  reasons  : 
1  st,  Provisions,  Fuel,  etc.,  are  cheaper  than  in  previous  years,  and 
2d,  there  is  less  unemployed  labor  of  all  kinds,  than  there  has  been 
for  the  last  five  years.  During  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  the  appli¬ 
cations  for  relief  were  confined  to  widows  with  families,  ag,ed  and  in¬ 
firm  persons  who  were  unable  to  labor,  and  these  have  been  kindly 
cared  for  by  the  various  Conferences.  *  *  *  * 

Our  Committee  on  special  work  reports  having  made  140  visits  to 
the  Jail  and  other  institutions  in  this  city,  and  a  distribution  of  1,700 
Pamphlets,  Papers,  etc.,  to  the  inmates. 

St.  Patrick's  Conference  is  ably  assisted  in  its  charitable  labors  by 
a  very  efficient  Ladies’  Aid  Society  who  have  distributed,  during  the 
year,  over  one  hundred  pairs  of  shoes  and  an  equally  large  amount 
of  clothing  to  the  worthy  poor.  The  Council  would  recommend  a 
similar  organization  in  connection  with  every  Conference. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  active  members  is  owing  to  the 
organization  of  two  new  Conferences,  namely,  the  Annunciation  Con- 
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fere  nee,  organized  in  February,  and  St.  Pius' ,  organized  in  June. 
Both  Conferences  are  on  probation,  and  we  have  every  reason  to  ex¬ 
pect  they  will  become  zealous  workers  in  the  cause  of  charity.  Our 
Council  still  regrets  the  non-organization  of  Conferences  of  our 
Society  in  several  of  the  parishes  of  our  city,  the  poor  of  which  are 
often  compelled  to  make  application  to  Conferences  of  a  neighboring 
parish.  We  hope  and  pray  that  Pastors  of  these  parishes  will  see  the 
necessity  of  organizing  Conferences,  and  thereby  add  to  the  usefulness 
of  our  Society  at  large.  This  Council  will  consider  it  a  favor  to  be 
allowed  to  give  such  assistance  and  information  as  those  organizing 
new  Conferences  may  require.  In  the  death  of  our  late  Right  Rev. 
Bishop  Foley,  which  sad  event  took  place  between  the  date  of  the 
close  of  this  report  and  the  present  writing,  (March  i,  1879,)  our  So¬ 
ciety  has  lost  one  of  its  most  zealous  advocates.  This  sad  event  is 
regretted  by  all,  and  especially  by  the  members  of  St.  Vincent  de 
Paul  Society.” 

The  report  states  that  the  amount  subscribed  for  yellow  fever  suf¬ 
ferers  was  made  up  without  taking  any  of  the  funds  of  the  Conferences, 
and  that  it  would  have  been  over  $1,000  had  not  the  Right  Rev. 
Bishop  previously  ordered  a  collection  for  the  same  purpose  through¬ 
out  the  diocese.  St.  Stephen  s  Conference  states  that  it  has  found 
many  families  living  in  cellars  who  had  seen  better  days,  and  that  it 
was  careful  to  find  and  assist  that  class.  The  Conferenee  of  the 
Nativity  has  a  library  of  233  volumes  and  a  circulation  of  84  volumes 
every  week. 

*  DUBUiJUE,  IOWA. 

The  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Particular  Council  were, 
respectively,  $403.70  and  $272.70.  In  addition  to  this,  the  Society 
collected  from  its  members  and  citizens  of  Dubuque,  and  sent  to  the 
Superior  Council  of  New  Orleans,  for  the  yellow  fever  sufferers,  the 
sum  of  $363,  which  does  not  appear  in  our  Treasurer’s  report.  The 
principal  work  of  the  Council  and  Conferences  is  the  providing  of 
poor  children  with  clothing  and  books  in  order  that  they  may  attend 
the  Catholic  Schools.  This  is  particularly  the  case  at  Waterloo* 
where  St.  foseph's  Conference  is  situated.  There  are  but  very  few 
poor  and  their  wants  are  temporary.  The  members  do  much  good 
in  the  matters  mentioned.  St.  Raphael's  Conference  obtained  from. 
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the  County  Supervisors  food,  clothing,  &c.,  of  the  value  of  $256.60 
for  sixteen  families  not  on  the  relief  roll. 


ST.  PAUL,  MINNESOTA. 

Appearances  indicate  that  there  is  not  much  destitution  at  St  Paul 
and  the  neighboring  cities.  In  addition  to  this  the  public  authorities 
provide,  to  a  great  extent,  for  the  poor.  Besides  the  contributions 
made  through  this  Council  for  the  yellow  fever  sufferers  we  note  the 
following  in  the  reports  : — A/.  Paul's ,  $50  ;  St.  Anthony's,  $20  ;  Imma¬ 
culate  Conception ,  of  Hastings,  $60  ;  St.  Mary's ,  $25.  The  Confer¬ 
ence  last  named  narrates  some  interesting  experiences,  one  of  which 
we  repeat  as  exceptional.  A  laboring  man,  a  stranger,  was  found 
dead  near  the  Mississippi  River.  As  it  was  known  that  he  had  been 
unwell  for  some  days,  it  was  safe  to  assume  that  he  died  from  natural 
causes.  From  letters  found  on  his  person,  one  of  which  was  from  a 
sister  in  a  convent  in  England,  the  Conference  concluded  that  he  was 
a  Catholic.  It,  therefore,  with  the  kind  aid  of  the  County  Commis¬ 
sioners,  had  him  decently  buried  with  proper  religious  ceremonies, 
the  spiritual  adviser  and  some  of  the  members  of  the  Conference 
attending  the  funeral.  The  Conference  also  sent  to  his  friends  an 
announcement  of  his  death. 

ISOLATED  CONFERENCES. 

In  addition  to  placing  the  Conferences  of  this  class,  in  each  Diocese, 
in  a  group,  we  have  arranged  them  on  our  list,  so  that  they  will  be 
continuous  from  Lynn,  Massachusetts,  on  the  Atlantic  coast,  to  Port¬ 
land,  Oregon,  near  the  Pacific  Ocean.  These  cities  are  separated  by 
about  54  degrees  of  longitude,  a  distance  nearly  equal  to  that  between 
the  western  coast  of  Spain  and  the  Caspian  Sea. 

It  is  with  much  diffidence  that  we  attempt  to  make  selections  from 
the  statements  sent  with  the  reports  of  these  Conferences,  but  it  is 
necessary  that  we  should  confine  ourselves  to  such  matters  as  seem 
exceptional,  and  to  do  so  involves  the  element  of  selection.  Some 
reference  to  the  growth  of  the  Society  should  be  made.  St.  Patricks 
Conference,  (No.  4,)  has  been  established  at  Chickopee  Falls,  Massa¬ 
chusetts.  There  are  now  four  aggregated  Conferences  at  Fall  River* 
Massachusetts.  St.  Mary's  Conference,  (No.  5,)  mentions  “  a  case 
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of  mixed  marriage.  The  husband  is  a  Catholic,  but  has  neglected 
his  religious  duties,  neither  attending  Mass  nor  the  Sacramepts  for 
the  last  seventeen  years.  The  visitors,  after  obtaining  information  of 
the  case,  went  to  see  him,  and  by  their  exertions  he  was  brought  back 
to  the  Church.  His  four  children  were  baptized  and  his  wife  is  un¬ 
der  instruction,  and  it  is  hoped  that  she  will  be  brought  into  the 
fold.”  We  call  attention  to  the  very  good  average  attendance  of  the 
members  of  the  Conference  of  Sacred  Heart ,  (No.  6,)  and  also  to  its 
statistics.  St.  Joseph's  Conference ,  (No.  7,)  gives  much  attention  to 
the  Catholic  children  in  the  Alms  House,  and  has  been  the  means 
of  obtaining  situations  for  a  portion  of  them.  The  members  of  the 
Conference  of  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes ,  (No.  8,)  concerning  which  we 
wrote  to  you  last  year,  are  exclusively  French  Canadians,  and  we  are 
well  pleased  to  welcome  them  into  the  Society.  The  Conference  re¬ 
commends  that  the  united  Conferences  should  work  toward  the 
establishment  of  an  Orphans’  Home.  St.  Patrick' s  Conference ,  (No.  9,) 
of  Valley  Falls,  Massachusetts,  has  aided  in  establishing  a  Catholic 
school.  The  Rev.  President  writes  : — “  I  am  every  day  becoming 
more  convinced  of  untold  good  done  and  that  can  be  done  by  our 
Society.  The  people  are  a  witness  to  our  strict  adherence  to  our 
rules — that  every  dollar  given  us  is  satisfactorily  accounted  for.”  At 
New  Haven,  Connecticut,  there  are  four  aggregated  Conferences, 
apparently  well  established,  and  we  think  that  they  should  unite  in 
forming  a  Particular  Council  in  that  city.  St.  Bridget' s  Conference , 
(No.  26,)  of  Rochester,  reports  that  there  were  not  so  many  requests 
for  relief  as  as  in  former  years,  but  the  members  are  active  in  causing 
applicants  to  attend  church,  and,  where  it  is  possible,  to  send  the 
children  to  the  parish  school.  St.  Patrick' s  Conference ,  (No.  35,)  of 
Erie,  Pennsylvania,  induced  the  head  of  a  family  to  go  to  confession 
and  communion,  to  which  he  had  been  a  stranger  for  more  than 
seven  years.  He  and  his  whole  family  became  regular  attendants  at 
Mass,  and  the  children  attended  the  parish  schools.  In  another 
family,  which  had  often  applied  for  relief,  the  mother  became  insane 
and  was  sent  to  an  asylum,  the  father  died,  and  five  young  children 
were  left  destitute  and  without  relatives.  The  Conference  took  care  of 
the  children,  sending  two  to  a  Catholic  Orphan  Asylum,  and  placing 
three  in  Catholic  families.  St.  Mary  s  Conference.  (No.  38,)  of  Alex¬ 
andria,  Virginia,  mentions  : — “  The  donation  by  a  Jewish  merchant 
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of  one  per  cent,  on  his  sales  during  a  certain  week  to  the  poor,  and 
the  giving  one-third  of  this  amount  to  us  for  distribution.”  At 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  a  new  Conference,  that  of  the  Annunciation ,  (No.  45,) 
has  been  established.  There  are  now  three  Conferences  in  that  City. 
The  Conference  of  the  Sacred  Heart ,  (No.  53,)  has  been  established 
at  North  Temiscal,  California,  but  our  information  concerning  it  is 
limited.  Certain  Conferences  should  be  mentioned  as  showing  a  fine 
average  attendance,  a  feature  which  almost  always  is  accompanied  by 
an  equally  fine  return  of  good  works.  They  are  : — St.  Patrick's , 
(No.  10,)  Hartford  ;  St.  Mary's ,  (No.  12,)  Norwich  ;  St.  fosep/is , 
(No.  21,)  Yonkers;  St.  Peter's,  (No.  23,)  Saratoga  Springs;  St. 
Mary's ,  (  No.  24,)  Waterford  ;  St.  fohns ,  (No.  30,)  Orange  ;  St.  Peter' s, 
(No.  37,)  Wilmington  ;  and  St.  Xavier's ,  (No.  42,)  Cincinnati.  We  note 
as  contributing  for  the  yellow  fever-  sufferers,  but  not  through  this 
Council  : — St.  Patrick's,  (No.  4,)  nearly  |ioo  ;  St.  Peter' s,  (No.  37,) 
four  boxes  of  clothing,  & c.,  for  Memphis  and  two  for  New  Orleans, 
containing  over  one  thousand  articles,  and  St.  Francis  de  Sales,  (No. 
26,)  £50. 


A  scrutiny  of  our  statistical  tables  will  show  that  there  are  many 
grades  among  the  223  Conferences  which  have  reported.  Some  are 
models  of  excellence  in  every  respect.  Others  fall  far  short  of  what 
should  be  merely  the  usual  standing.  It  is  unnecessary  to  name  the 
latter.  Some  of  them,  we  are  confident,  do  not  do  themselves 
justice,  as  for  instance,  those  which  fail  to  report  their  average 
attendance,  as  is  indicated  by  blanks  in  the  space  where  that  item 
should  appear.  By  omitting  this  statement  in  their  reports,  they  not 
only  do  themselves  injustice,  but  lower  the  percentage  of  all  the  Con¬ 
ferences.  Such  omissions  prove  that  proper  records  are  not  made 
and  preserved.  The  small  attendance  at  other  Conferences  will  be 
noticed.  This  is  a  matter  which  has  engaged  our  attention,  and  we 
have  often  written  that,  even  if  Conferences  have  little  or  no  work,  the 
members  should  consider  it  a  privilege,  as  well  as  a  duty,  to  attend 
the  meetings  and  unite  in  the  religious  exercises.  We  have  not  failed 
to  refer  to  the  Indulgence  mentioned  in  the  Papal  Brief  of  januan 
10th,  1845.  this,  as  in  other  respects,  much  depends  upon  the 
character  and  efforts  of  the  officers  of  the  Conferences.  In  some 
cities,  where  there  are  Particular  Councils,  we  see  evidence  of  a  close 
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relation  between  the  Council  and  Conferences,  and,  therefore,  be¬ 
tween  the  Conferences.  In  other  cities  the  tie  seems  to  be  loose,  and, 
consequently,  there  is  not  the  unity  of  action  which  should  exist,  and 
the  Conferences  are  of  a  very  varied  standard.  The  remedy  for 
these  defects  we  suggest,  on  fitting  occasions,  to  the  officers  of 
the  Councils,  rests  mainly  with  them.  But  we  think  that,  on  the 
whole,  we  can  submit  this  report  with  the  feeling  that  the  Society* 
within  this  Circumscription,  is  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition.  It 
progresses  daily  in  the  favorable  regards  of  the  community,  its  mem¬ 
bers  generally  work  with  zeal  and  intelligence,  and,  we  trust,  obtain 
many  spiritual  advantages  for  themselves  and  the  poor  who  are  the 
objects  of  their  care.
